Can a Man who refuses to Investigate, 
‘be Morally Honest ? . 

This may seem to some a very strange 
question, especially as very many who are 
generally reputed honest, conscientious men, 
are.not much. in the habit of investigating, 
in order to aseertgin what is truth. It is not 
my design here to give a definite. answer to 
this question, but merely to make a few-ob- 
servations, Which will aid. us in forming a 
correct judgiiént’in, reference to tnis matter, 
I. It .is_ plais, that aman who does not 
investigate, will-have no opinion which he 
exh justly cath his own. All his opinions, will 
consist of the mere ipse: dixit of some . other 
person—and-when called:upon for a reason 
ofthe opinion, which he may at any time ad- 
vance, the only answer whiehi-be can give, 
will be the answer of the disciples of Pytha- 
goras, “ he. said if;” indeed, in-some respects, 
he wiil resemble the character of a certain 
Roman Catholic, as displayed in the legend 
of his contest with the Devil. When the 
‘Devil asked ‘him ‘what he believed,’ -being 
afraid lest he should -be..betrayed into the 
avowal of some: heretical opinion, he answer- 
ed, ‘ what the church believes’; and when 
asked, ‘what does the ehurch believe? he | 
answered, ‘the church ' believes, what I be- 
lieve’: so everyman who does not investi- 
gate for himself; if he-has anything which 
can be called san opinion is: obliged to refer 
to the ipse disitof the church, or somebody 
else, for ar explanation of it. Now we 


| might ask, ifthe bate assent of these mon 


can be called a belief, why do they’ believe 
any proposition whatever? I take . it. for 


| granted, thata man<who has ndt established 


his principles upon’ evidences, which to his 
own mind.at least, is anfficient to prove their 
truth and correctness, does not acknowledge 
a belief in any séntiment whatever, whether 
apolitical, moral, .or religious, without some 
motive’for it. .. Itisindeed-a proposition self-' 
‘evident, that nan neyer acts without a motive 
Mofixe, : 
‘oni; from 


'} period of our ives, Haénee.in thee absence of 


the motives of: trath, arising frdiia know- 
ledge. of it, obtained by investigation, other 
motives of an eritirely differept kind, occupy 


' the mind. What these are, wé see from the 


is the great principle which . drives. 
} to action, through the entire 
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fact that these men always helieve, or pro- 
fess to believe, those sentiments which suits 
the exigency of the time. Interest,- either 
real or imaginary, determines the nature and 
extent of their feith. If what we have said 
be currect, and we believe, that it is in ac- 
cordance with universal observation: can 
those men be morally honest? 2nd Those 
who do not investigate in order to ascertain 
what is truth, never. feel the value and impor- 
tance of it. Indeed, how can they be ex- 
pected to feel?- One might as well expect 
a man, to see without light, and to hear with- 
oat sound, as to expect these men, either to 
see, or fee], the value of a truth, of which 
they have no perception. "Fis true, they of- 
ten propose to embrace certain doctrines, 
as truths of immense value, and importance, 
but it is plain, that they cannot feel the im- 
mense importance of them, since they did 
not obtain.a knowledge of them, by inquiry, 
and examination, but they received them 
upon the ipse dixit of a mere fellow creature. 
Accordingly, we find that they do not prac- 
tice the truths, which they profess to believe, 
any farther than it suits their interest, or 
conveniénce todo. ‘True, while the popular 
current hurries them along, they are hardly 
to be distinguished from those, who act from 
the principle of intelligent conviction of the 
truth and impoftance of the sentiments, but 
when external circumstances are changed, 
they are, so far as practice is concerned, the 
same to all intents and purposes, that they 


‘would have been, had they never pretended 


to believe them—thus the trath has no prac- 
tical influence, either upon their hearts or 
upon their lives : hence it is plain that where- 
in they seemed to be actuated by true princi- 
ple, was only the result, of what, perhaps 
might be. called, fortuitous circumstances. 
Perbaps a better: illustration and exemplifi- 
cation.of this character could not be given 
than is to be found in the following some- 
what ludicrous anecdote of a certain church 
member, After having joined the church, 
heseemed for some time, to be a very con- 
sistent kind of a man, and seemed quite zeal- 
ous for the honor of the church, and seemed 
to be quitesound in his religious belief, 
But after awhile it so happened that this 
jewel of a church member removed out of 
the bounds of his religious friends, and settled 
ina neighborhood where church membership 
was not very common, and where a profes- 
sion of piety waz not very popular, and con- 
sequently, ali his love for the church, and his 
ardent attachment to christian principle, soon 
became completely evaporated, and he was 
} soon guilty-of all the folly: and impiety, com- 
mon among his new acquaintances. A per- 
son who had formerly been acquainted with 
him, and hearing him make use of language, 
quite unbecoming ‘a professor of religion, 
said to him, “I thought you belonged. to 
the church?” ‘‘And so I did,” said he, “when 
[ lived away down yonder, but I have now 
moved out of the beat, and consequently I 


cansnew do‘asl please.” Here ‘was a man,’ 


who doubtlessly never did feel the valve and 
importance of the traths which he professed 
to believe; and this was most undoubtedly 
the result of embracing them, without hav- 
ing. first investigated them, in order to ascer- 
taid whether they were true. ‘The question 
then naturally arises in ‘our minds, could this 
man -have. been morally honest? can any 
man be morally honest, who does not feel the 
value and importance-of the truths which he 
professes to believe ?. 3rd. A person who 
does not investigate for hiraself, does -not 
base his faith upon evidence, and consequent- 
ly, all the faith which he has, is the result 
of mere impulse, » This proposition is nrost 
undoubtedly self-evident, for how can a man 
base his “principles upon evidence, when he 


never takes the trouble to examine them ? 


Hence it always happens, that these men, 
connect themselves with that particular de- 
nomination of christians, from- whence-their 
impulse. was first«received. If they happen 
to be among the Baptists, at a time when 


there is a great excitement, they will be pret-: 


ty sure to become g Baptist, . If they happen 
to be among the Presbyterians, at a time 
when there is a revival-of religious interest, 
they are pretty sure to-become Presbyterians. 
If they should happen +to have their feelings 
operated upon, when they..are among the 
Methodists, they. will join the Methodists. 
And they will be-épre to profess, a firs be- 
lief, in the’peculiar doctrines, of the denomi- 
nation, which’bas been instrumental, in exci- 
ting their religious feelings; and we need nof 
wonder at it, for evidenee' has gothing to do 
with the formation of their religious opinions. 
Can a member be morally honest who pro- 
fesses to believe doctrines which*he has no 
reason to embrace, excepting, what arises 
from a‘ blind partiatity fora particular party? 
Can any ‘man be morally honest whose faith 
is not based upon evidence? 4thly. A man 
who dves not investigate, cannot be enlight- 
ened by evidence. ‘The truth of this propo- 
sition is confirmed by universal observation, 
and experience. To such,a man you may 


| present evidences, clear as 8. sunbeam,’ and 


strong as absolute demonstration, without 
making the least impression upon his mind. 
Why will not the clearest evidence, and the 
most palpable facts, convince a Roman of 
the fallibility of the Pope? Why, in the 
ace of the clearest ovidence of sense, and 


the testimony of divine truth, does the Ro- 
manist continue to hold the doctrine of trans- 
ubstantiation? Does it not evidently arise 
from tho fact, that these are questions which 
he never allows himself to investigate? The 
reason of our proposition is plain, for it re- 
quires some degree of investigation to be 
able to see the cogency and bearings of evi- 
deneé. Without a degree of investigation, 
our deductions from even self-evident truth, 
will be as likely to be false as true, and they 
will be as likely, to be -forced, as natural ; 
hence, it willnot be at all astonishing, if to 
our apprehension the most self-evident propo- 
sitions establish truth and falsehood, indiffer- 
ently. Can any man be morally honest, 
who embraces, or retains principles, .which 
no évidence however clear, and however de- 
monstrative, can establish or subvert? Can 
aman be morally honest, whose mind is so 
beclouded and paralized by superstition, 
bigotry, or prejudice, that it cannot be en- 
lightened by evidence ? 


IT. In view of the simple facts stated above, 
in order to give a correct answer to our ques- 
tion, it will be necessary to enquire, whether 
a want of an opinion of our own; a want of 
a due sense of the value and importance of 
truth, the possession of opinions, (if opinions 
they-can be called) not based upon evidence, 
and the being in a state of mind, in which 
we cannot be enlightened by evidence, is the 
result of the exercise of the will, in the first 
instance, or the result of circumstances, which 
have irresistibly controled the mind, and so 
reduced it to a state of helpléssness? Is this 
sad state of things a voluntary fault, or is 
itnot? That such a state of things as we 
have described above isa voluntary fault, we 
presume'no one will be disposed to deny. If 


do we ever blame any person for bigotry or 
superstition ? 

Every man, who is not 4 natural idiot ; 
every man, who possesses a sound mind, is 
capable, to a greater or less extent, of inves- 
tigating the truth, or falsehood of propo- 
sitions claiming his assent. We do not say 
the same amount of evidence is accessible 
to all, or that all are equally well qualified 
to judge of evidence, when it. is laid before 
them, for we know very well, that in refer- 
ence to these things, there is a vast difference 
among men, But we do say that avery man 
2 capable of ‘investigating, to that degree, 
whieh will enable him to have a definite and 
clearly defined opinion of his own, and which 
will enable him to give the reasons which 
satisfied his own mird of its truth and cor. 
rectness. All men, possess the same original 
faculties, although there Triay be a vast dif- 
ference as it respects their development, and 
it is a fact worthy of notice, that these facul- 
ties are developed in proportion to their ex- 
ercise. It is with the mind, very much as it 
is-with the body, exercise-gives strength, and 
firmness to it. Hence, the siore a man’s 
mind js exercised by investigation, the moro 
strength itbas to grapple with difficult ques- 
tions, and the more easily will it bring out 
evidence, which lies concealed from the view 
of other men. Thongh the faculties.in many 
men, be concealed like marble in the quarry, 
yet exercise will bring them out, and make 
the man himself, conscious of power, of which 
he did not before, suspect the existence. These 
faeulties of the mind, render a man capable 
of investigating, in order to ascertain what. is 
truth, while exercise invigorates them, and 
renders a man more certain, in his investiga- 
ting. _It is a remarkable fact, that the Bible 
invites to a carefil and rigid investigation. 
Thisis seen in tha appeals, which are there 
made to man’s reason, and the invitations 
which wre there found to exercise the under. 
standing. ‘Christ himself invited the Jews, 
to a careful ‘investigation of the evidences, 
designed to establish his claim, to be the Son 
of God—the promised, and expected Messiah. 
“The works, which I do in my father’s name, 
bear witness of me. Believe me, that I am 
the father, and the father in me, or else be- 
lieve me, for the very work’s sake.’ And 
the prophet, sent to ancient Israel speaking 


careful, and rigid investigation. ‘Come let 
us reason together, saith the Lord, though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be white 
assnow ; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall ‘be as wool.’ An apostle presents 
us with the game principle when he says, 
‘Prove ‘all ‘things, hold fast that which is 
good:’ and also, when he says, ‘Be ready 
to rendera reason of the hope which is in 
you.” From..these considerations, drawn 
from the sacred scriptures, and from the 
plain, and palpable dictates of common sense, 
does it not follow, that a want of an opinion 
of our own; a want of the proper sense of 
the value-and importance of truth ; the pos- 
session of opinions not-based upon evidence ; 
and a possession of a mind, in such a pecu- 
liar state, that it cannot be enlightened by 
evideree, is clearly # voluntary fault? No 
man. who investigates for himself, will ever 
bein such an unfortunate condition, for the 
more we investigate, the more clearly, and 
definitely, will our opinions be established. 

And these opinions will ‘be definitely estab- 
lished, upon such evidences, ag satisfied the 
mind of their troth; and thee triiths will be

better celia with them, by careful in- 
vestigation. And every man knows, that the 
more he habituates himself, to. careful and 
critical examination, the better hg becomes 
prepared to understand, and appreciate the 
strength, and clearness of evidence. If then 
the evils resulting from a refusal to investi- 
gate, in order to what is truth, amountsto a 
voluntary fault, can any man who Goes not in- 
vestigate, be considered, (strietly speaking) 
morally honest? 2nd With respect ta:the:, 
following proposition we believe that there, 
is no difference of opinion. ‘The praggsition .3 
is this, viz :_»In order to be strictly honest, 
iti necessary, that amap should be thor- 
oughly -¢onscientions;>,-It is understood . 
by all, that if a man makes a profes - 
sion of religion, and is not conscientious in 
what he does, he is not honest in it. If a 
man attends to the ordinances of the gospel, 
and yet is not conscientious in his atlendanoe 
upon them, he is not honest. So, if a man 
proposes to believe a certain set of doctrines, 
and is not conscientious, how can he be 
honest ? Cana man be conscientious in be- 
lieving without evidence? Must not a man 
have at least, what he himself conceives to 
be sufficient evidence to establish the truth 
of his sentiments ? | 

We admit that a man may believe, with- 
out evidence, but in all such cases there is 
most undoubtedly a reason which influences 
his belief. But what is this reason? We 
believe that it may be: all explaineih it 
word, viz: Inclination. Men easily yiel 
sent to propositions, to which their inclina- 
tions lead them. “Hance, the ease with which 
many men embrace the absurdities of Athe- 
ism; Deism, Universalism, and a host of oth- 
er isms, which flatter the corruptions of the 
human heart. But, though men readily yield 
assent to propositions to which their inclina- 
tions lead them, withovt being at the trouble 
of proving their truth by a eateful and criti- 
cal investigation, fet they canndt. be said to 
be conscientious in their belief of these propo- 
sitions, inasmuchi as conscieiéé had nothing to 
do with the formation of their opinions. 

Now, if I publish as a fact, that which Ido 
not know to be a fact, or which I have not 
sufficiently examined to have good grounds 
for supposing it to be so, can I-be said tobe 
conscientious in this matter? Hete then 
comes the — can a man be morally 
honest who refuses to investigate in order to 
ascertain what is truth? Truth never has 
been, and never can be injared by investiga- 
tion. -It is error-alone, which seeks to hide 
itself behind a screen, and shuns the light of 
day. Truth, in the firm integrity of com~.. 
scious worth, courts. examination, This 
question I concieve to be one of monstrous 
importance, inasmuch asit fornishes us with 
a criterion by which we may ascertain our 
true moral character, both as it respects our 


faith. and our practice.

Singular Case of Instinot in a Horse.
